2. The Zlections in 
America. 


The returns for the ‘Inited States elections held on November end 
show that the balance of power between Redublicans and Democrats, 
thrown out of gear in 1920 by the overwhelming Larding majority, has 
been readjusted. In the elections to the Senate, the Democrats 
recorded a net gain of 7 seats, giving the. a total of 13 seats 
(as against the Republican 21). These were won in New York, liassachu- 
setts, Maryland, Oklahoma, Kentucky, Arizona and Missouri. Tais means 
that the composition of the new Senate will te as follows: 48 Renubli -~ 
cans, 47 Democrats and 1 Farmer Labour Party, and hence a single vote 
will hold the balance of power. In the House of Representatives, 
though here again Democratic gains were recorded, the Republicans, with 
col votes, have a clear majority. Altoge ~er, the Republicans are 
gaid to have lost no more than is to be expected in "off-year" elections 
when the tide of ovinion which elected the President two years ago no 
longer runs so strongly. 

To the European observer, the main interest of this “off-year" 
election lies in the indication it affords of possible candidates for 
the Presidency in 1926. The Republicans have sustained a severe 
shock in the defeat of Senator Butler, President Coo. idge's campaign 
manager in 1924 and Chairman of the Republican National Committee, who 
was beaten at the polls in Massachusetts. Apart from his prominent 
position in the Republican Party, the significance of his defeat lies 
in the fact that he was the only candidate who stood for election with 
the open support of President Coolidge, and that he was defeated in the 
President's orm State. This can only be interpreted as proof of the 
waning popularity of the Coolidge administration among the electors and 
augurs badly for Mr. Coolidge's own chance of re-election to the 
Presidency, should he decide to stand. Other candidates for the 
Presidency among the Republican Party are lr. Frank Lowden, of Illinois, 
General Dawes, lr. Herbert Hoover and Mr. Nicholas Longworth. 

Among the pnossible candidates for the Democrats, tir. "Alf" gnith 
is easily the most outstandi figure. His sensational reeelection to 
the Governors‘ip of New York {a position which he has already neld three 
times) places him virtually at the head of his party and there is no 
doubt that he is the most able and popular candidate for the Presidency 
that the Democrats have to offer. But two very material obstacles 
Stand in the way of his nomination. vr. Smith is a "Wet" anda 
Catholic; the Democratic Party iepend largely on the support of the 
South, which is "dry" and Protestant. It is therefore doubtful 
vhether he could command the two-thirds majority necessary to secure 
his nomination as a candidate at the Democratic Convention, the sine 
jua non of his adoption as Democratic candidate for the Presidency. 
The party dissensions which this issue is bound to create may spoil its 
chances with the electors in 1928 unless a comproinise can be effected.

Apart from their bearing on the Presidential election two years 
hence, the present electicns are of little more than temporary interest, 
No clear-cut issues were »vresented to the electorate; there were, in 
fact, few important questions onen for decision. On the subject of 
prohibition some definite exnression of opinion might have been 
expected, but even here iifferent States voted on different sides of 
the question and tre issue was confused. Thus one State which voted 
overwhelmingly "wet" in the referendum returned "dry" candidates. It 
is quite possible that both Republicans and Democrats may "side-step" 
the liqucr question in 1928. Since this issue failed to rouse the 
electorate, others less provokative were scarcely likely to succeed, 
and the astonishing apathy of the American voter was once more in 
evidence. It is perfectly clear, however, that this is mainly the 
result of the unparalleled srosperity at present enjoy ed by the United 
States, and merely indicates content. 

With regard to foreign affairs, the elections served to indicate, 
in a negative way, that the nolicy of the Coolidge administration 
entirely reflects the wishes of the electorate. No question of nolicy 
of any interest to Surope was brought forward by either side and there 
could be no better indication thet in this direction, and in particular 
on the subject of inter-allied detts, America's mind is made up. The 
elections gave not the faintest sign that the American people either 
desire or would contemplate a revision of the Mellon-Bérenser Agreement 
and the hones entertained ty France in this connection are evidertiy 
doomed. Washington is of the opinion that delay in signing the debt 
agreement will only prove costly to France and that her best and only 
policy is to sign at once; and economists will endorse this view. 


2. <An Eastern Pact. \ 


In the last issue of this Bulletin a comment was made on the 
simultaneous presence in Angora of Dr. Alfred Sze, the Chinese 
Ambassador to the United States, !%i220 Abdul Eussein Khan Timurtash, the 
Minister of the Persian Court, an«w kcmduh Sheviket Bey, the Turkish 
Ambassador to Teheran, together wiih M. Suiv2ich and General Chulam 
Jeilana Khan, the Soviet and A*ghan Ambassedors to Turkey respectively. ' 
In view of the recent denial by the Persian Government of the 
report that a tripartite pact between Persia, Turkey and the Soviet 
Government was being negotiated, it is difficult to estimate the actual 
Political immortance to be attached to the gathering in Angora of the 
renresentatives of these three Governments, together with the ominous d( 
addition of the Chinese and Afghan statesmen. 
Any conjecture as to the possible significance of these negotia- 
tions which, having begun in Moscow, have now had their iocaie transverre 
to Angora, must undoubtedly take stock of the devejopment of the po.icy 
of the Soviet Government in Asiatic countrics. freaties of friecndsiny

and non-aggression have been signed by the later ower with Turkey, 
Persia and Afghanistan. The extent to which Boshevist propaganda 

has been carried in China is well-known. 

It is obvious that if there is any idea of the formation of an 
Asiatic Pact the guiding :nirit in the nromotion of this project 

‘is the Soviet Government, which has always vroclaimed its "championship 
of the Asiatic nations". 

y How far this vague benevolence on the part of the Soviet régime 
may be held seriously to influence the future orientation of the foreign 
policies of Turkey, Persia and Afghanistan denends very largely on the 
tangible gains that it may afford to these several countries. In 

‘this field it is difficult to see what baits Soviet Russia may hold out. 
The case of China is, however, different. Tne procedure that 
China has adopted in the denunciation of the Belgo-Chinese Treaty of 
1865 haz made manifest the keen desire that is now prevalent in that 
country to free itself from foreign control. It is known that China 
has been deeply impressed by the manner in which Turkey has abolished 
the Capitulations and it is now a ocolitical platitude to comment on the 
union that is made in the minds of Soviet politicians between Chinese 
liberty and the destruction of British privileges in China. 

There can be no doubt that the creation of a pact in which China, 
Soviet Russia and Turkey were numbered among the signatories must 
ultimately lead to an international situation fraught with the most 
serious possibilities for the outside Powers that up to the present have 
enjoyed the privileges granted to them by the unilateral treaties which 
they have concluded in the past with China. The meeting of Chicherin 
and Tewfik Rushdi Bey at Odessa is a matter of considerable significance. 


II. NOTES & NEWS. 





The "Defence of the State Bill” in Italy. 

Following on the last attempt on the life of Signor Mussolini, the 
Italian Cabinet on November 5th a»rproyed the measures for the protection 
of the Fascist regime. These consisted of (1) the measures proposed 
by Signor Federzoni, the Minister of the Interior, “for the defence of 
the national order of the State"; and (2) the law submitted by the 
“Minister of Justice for "the defence of tne State". 

The measures nroposed by Signor Federzoni included the suspension 
sine die of all daily and political newspapers opnosed to the Fascist 
régime; the disbandment of all parties, associations and organizations 
whose acts are opposed to the régime; the institution of "a service of 
political investigation" at the headquarters of each legion of Fascist 
militia. 

The Bill pronosed by the wuinister of Justice introduced tie death | 
penalty for all those who “commit an act directed against the life, ; 
integrity, or personal liberty of the King, the Queen, the heir to tne 
throne er the head of the Government"; for those who plot against the 
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inlependence and unity of the State, reveai political and military 
secrets or incite to civil war. Any citizen or foreigner sprending 
about false or exaggerated news concerning the internal condition of 
the country liable to prejudice the prestige of the State wouid be 
liable to 15 years imprisonment. Cases arising out of the law would 
be heard by a snecial tribunal of which the constitution woud be 
confided to the Minister of War and the procedure followed would be 
that of a military court martial in war time. 

Tne Nefence of the State Bill was passed in the Chamber of 
| Devuties by 341 votes to 12, with some few alterations of the text. 
| The article dealing with the diffusion of false news begins in the 
accented text with the phrase "The citizen who - ". It is still a 
matter of conjecture as to how far this absolves the foreigner living 
in Italy. 

On the same day that the bill was passed Signor Mussolini took 
aver his new denartmer* « that of the Interior.

The Belgo-Chinese Treaty. 
On October 21st, the Chinese Minister in Brussels called upon 


WM. Vandervelde, Minister of Foreign Affaires, and informed him of the 

Chinese Government's desire to continue negotiations for the conclusion 

of a modus vivendi after the lapse of the Belgo-Chinese Treaty of 1865 {\ 
on October 27th. This denunciation of the Treaty on the part of the 
Chinese was entirely contrary to the terms of that instrument, and it 
was obvious that it was the intention of the Chinese Government to deiiand 
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rom belgium the surrender of extra-territorial privileges and the 
ecognition of China's tariff iniependence, the matters berore inter- 
nationsl comzissions which were convened under the terms of the 
Washington Trenty. On November 7tk it was announced that the Belgian 
Govermrent had informed the Government of Peking that, in view of the 
impossibility of finding common ground for a mocus vi vivendi, it intended 
to sutmit the question to the Permanent Court oi Internaticnal Justice 
at The Hague. In a Note to the Belgian Vinister, the Chinese Minister 
stated that in view of the attitude taken up by the Pelsian Government 
the Chinese Governnent felt itself compelled to declare the Treaty 
terminated, but, he continued, it waa ready at any time to negotiate 
for the conclusion of a new treaty. Tris abrogation abolished Selgiun's 
extra-territorial rizhts. The Pelzicn request to the Hague Court was 
for the intervretation of aettete 46 ot tne Treaty of 1865, but —_ 
renly from China confronts totn the Hasue Court and Belgiua with 
fait accomnli. 

The text of the Notes exchanzed between the Ciitinese and the 
Japanese Governments with resard to the revision of tne 1896 Treaty 
indicates that the ex»verlence of the Jananese Government ii this matter 
will be similar to that of t-esfbisgian. 





The Hungarian Upner House. 

“The Unper house Aetorm Bill was nassed in its first reading by 
the National Assembly by a large majority on November 8th. The 
Hungarian House of Magnates has not been convoked since the Revolution 
of October, 918. The Bill before the Hungarian Parliament alters its 
constitution and changes its nane. The new Upver House will be 
composed of six “rouns. The first will comprise the elected memberg 
of the former hereditary members. Only those members of the Hapsburg- 
Lothringen family who are of age and who not only reside in, but are 
citizens of Hungary will retain their hereditary seats. Tne former 
magnates will form but a small minority of the new Upper louse. The 
second groun will be elected by the county councils and the Dorough 
municivalities. The third will contain the heads or the Christian 
Churches with the adiition of two representatives of the Jewish faith. 
High dignitaries of the kingdom, tne senior Judges, the Attovney General, 
the Commander-in-Chief of tne army and the Chairman of the National Bank 
will form the fourth groun. The fifth group will include representa. 
tives of the scientific institucsions, the arts, etc. The sixth group 
will comprise a maximun of 40 wembcrs to be anpointed for life by the 
head of the State, on the nomination of the Government.

IV. LEAGUE Of NATIONS NOTES. 





The Mandates Cormaission ticet3. 

The session of the erminent Mandates Coimission of the wea, ue 
of Nations, which is at nresent taking place at Geneva, is of snecial 
interest to the British Frmnire. Great Britain is for the first time 
to present 2 renort on her administration of Iraq, which includes the 
once-disnuted Mosul region. One of the first items on tie agenda 
wags discussion of New Zealand's report on her inandate for Samoa. Sir 
James Parr, the High Couvissioner, who flew by aeroplane part of the 
journey to Geneva in order to arrive there in time, gave fuller 
information on a number of voints raised, and the Comaission -exprcessed 
itself well satisfied with the revnort. 

At the opening of the session, the Permanent Manljates Comiulssion 
mede a vigorous defence of its nropo3zed questionnaire for the ,ui‘lunce 
of the "BY" and "C" Mandatory Powers in jtrawin,, un their annual reports. 
It i3 clear thet the Commission means to do all in its »vower to »reserve 
the reality of the Mandate system. A study of the questionnaire makes 
it difficult to undersinnd Sir Austen Chamberlain's spirited attack on 
the nroposal. Of the 118 questions, all have in the :mt been answered 
by Australia in her report3, 117 by Great Britaia and 115 by New 
Zealand. (Two of the three questions not ‘eclt with by ew Zealand 
dfeal with conditions whicn do not annly to Samoa. 





World Trade Conditions. 

A memorandum on nroduction and trade prepared by the Lea:,ue of 
Nations Preneratory Cormnittee for the Hconomic Conference states that 
the povulation and the trae of the -orld in 1925 were both about 5%. >» 
greater than in 1913. But, while the ponulations of America and 
Oceania are both about one-fifth greater than in 1913, Hurope does not 
appear to be keening pnece with the rest of the world. In both ijorth 
America and Asia, the trade for 1925 was over one-third grecter than 
in 1923. 





Bulgarian Refugee Loan. 

According to the report issued by t::e League on the fourth of its 
reconstruction schemes, the nroblem or bulgarian refugee settlemet 
concerns about 120,000 ho:neless and starving vneople. T..e Loan of 
£2,250,000 is exmected to be raised during the winter. 





The League and War Criscs. 

The railway exncrts, who attended the recent meeting of the 
League Sub-Committee for Transvort by Rail at London, made a nunber of 
recomvrendations for facilitating the ranid movement of members of the 
League Council and snecial Commuissions in times of cmergency. Ail 
Member-States of the League are to be asked to do 211 in their vower to 
sneed u» transnort services by providin,, snecial trains etc., in case of 
crises.
